Claiinsl, 10» 11, 13, 15 and 21 have been rejected ftr allegedly being anticipated by 
Riach et. al, U.S. Patent No, 5,751,842 (h^ein **Riach") under 35 U.S-C § 102(b). The 
Examiner has ejqplained that Riadi discloses a check deposttijjg system and method comprising a 
remote processing terminal, connected to a data circuitry suitable for electronic funds transfer 
whereby the customer's bank account can be aufomatically credited with the monetary value of a 
conventional chedc; the customer logs on to the automated banking system using a bankcard. and 
pin number and is authori2:ed to continue; the customer enters information ^om the check into 
the customer termfnal using a keyboard; and a funds transfer operation is effected wherein the 
value of the check is traasfetred jBix>m the payor's account to the payee's accoimt» this process 
including the check dealing process. See OfiSce Action at p. 3. Hie Examiner further noted 
tliat, "[tjhe Riach . * . apparatns comprises an automated banking system , - , [t]he checks 
deposited in the Riach.,, apparatus are processed or deared by the Riach... apparatus itself . . 
- - [t]he Riach . . . ^paratus also comprises a chedc clearing system." See Office Action at p. 5. 

Applicants respectfully submit that» as amended, Riach does not antic^ate the invention 
of daims 1, 15 and 7\\ Applicants have amon ided d a mi 1 to include the further limitation s that 
the automated banking system is remotely located from the customer terminal interfa ce, and that 
the check clearing system is remotely loc ate d from the automated ba nkj c^ system. Claims 1 5 
and 21 have been amended to include the limitation the customer terminal is remotely located 
fix>m the automated banking system. These limitations tims distinguish the invention of claims 1, 
1 5 and 21 over Riach for at least the reas on that that automated banking system and the check 
clearing system are separate &x>m the customer terminal, unlike Riadi where the apparatus itself 
comprises the automated banking system and the check clearing system, 
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Similarly, newly added dmms 50^ 55 and 59 i ncliide sitnflar limitations that the 
automated banking system is remotely located &om the customer terminal, thus distingiiishing 
these newly added claims overRiach- In addition, claims 5j:?and 55 include the linoitation that 
access to the customer teEmxnal is controlled hy the l^ank customer payee. This limitation 
distinguishes the Riacih apparatus over the invention becaiise the Riach apparatus is described as 
an ATM^automated teller machine^ which does not have access controlled by the bank 
customer payee. 

Claims 55 and 59 include limitations fhat the customer terminal is associated with a 
demand deposit account of the customer and that the discrete value of each check for deposit is 
deposited by the automated banking system into the associated demand deposit account These 
limitations also disttngcdsh the inventicm over Riach because the Riach apparatus is not 
associated with a customer payee demand deposit account prior to logging onto the automated 
banking system by the customer. C 

Applicants respectfully request that the 35 § 102 rejections of independent claims ^ 

1^15, and 21 be withdrawn, since the cited refCTcnce Riach does not disclose each and every 
aspect of the claimed invention. Since the lemaining claims depend from one of claims 1 > 1 5, or ' 
21, Applicants respectfully request that the rqection of each of these claims xmder § 102 for 
antidpation likewise be withdrawn. Similarly, Applicants submit that Riach does not anticipate fYl 
any of newly added claims 50 through 59 for the reasons set forth above. O 
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nL 35 U.S.C> S 103 Rejections 

Claims 4 and 1 7 have been rejected as allegedly being unpatentable over Riach pursuant 
to35U.S,C§ 103(a). 

Applicants respectfully submit fliat the invention of claims 4 and 17, as amended, are not 
obvious because Riach does not teach or suggest all the daim limitations in each instance The 
limitations added by amendment of claims 1 and 1 5 (that the automated banking system is 
remotely located from the customer temjinal interfece, and that the check clearing system is 
remotdy located ftom the atttomated banking system and the customer terminal is remotely 
located lEnom the automated banking system) are not disclosed or suggested by Riach. Riach thus 
does not disclose each and every element of the invention of claims 1 and 1 5, either alone or in 
view of Official Notice that a personal computer can be used as a customer terminal and the step 
of a provisional credit being applied to a customer's account, and therefore does not disclose OO

each and every limitation of dependent claims 4 and 17. C/> 
AppUcants respectfully submit that claims 4 and 17 are not obvious in view of Riach and ^ 

Official Notice, and respectiully request that this rejection be withdrawn.
